and recreation he had so richly earned,

letter and telegram wan opened with 
bated breath and fluttering heart. Ezra 
was my triend with all (hat implies and 
death leaves less of cheer in the world for 
me. For fully fifty years'we had known 
each other, and, from the boyish prefer- 
ence first evinced, when we sat side by 
side on the benches in the Baptist Sunday 
school up to the period when we fashion- 
ed and sailed toy ships, and later in our 
youth built larger craft in which we 
floated away the summer days upon the 
tortuous Hoosac dreaming away the 
tionia ana i arming brave plans for our 
future this pieference, never expressed in 
words, grew into a friendship that left no 
room for doubt or distrust and remained 
to the hour ot his death fixed as the polar 
star. Together we made the pilgrimage 
to the cascade, to Greylook and Stanford 
pocti and shared our lunches and blank- 
ets, each anxious to contribute to the 
comlort and pleasure of the other. 


Our friendship had nothing of the gush 


and effervescence, so characteristic of 
youthful intimacies, but was calm and 
temperate and HO steadfast that aa we 
grew u> stature and ripened into manhood 
neither of us ever found occasion to ques- 
tion tbo loyalty of the other. Each knew 
the attitude of the other and while our 
many years of friendship, boy and man, 
was absolutely devoid of protestation, 
each was possessed of a. consciousness of

UNCHANGED BY TIME. 


The most charming portion of tUe Berk- 


shire year is about to favor us with its 
gracious and serene presence. H is the 
only essential of the past which the mem- 
ory of constant residents now in middle 
life can recall as unaffected by time and 
change. The names and faces of the 
elders who received the respect and rev- 
erent regard of the village youth of forty 
years ago, have passed, or are fa&t pass- 
Ing, beyond this mortal ken. The old vil- 
lage life, -with its universal acquaintance 
and its simpler ways, has also passed 
away. It was a peaceful and friendly 
time and state which lies very pleasantly 
in the retrospect of those, now touched by 
sobering years, upon the threshold of 
•whose lives its kindly touch was laid. 
Butj though it is now gone, it ha'i in many 
ways brought us to a better and certainly 
to an abler community condition in its 
stead. Then a manufacturing cay had in 
it sixteen hours of labor. The household 
comforts were probably as satisfying then 
as now, but the household conveniences 
and luxuries were not. The men of promi- 
nence then were not so able an now, and 
the conduct of business then regarded as 
enterprising and skillful would Be fatally 
out-classed in the severer competition 
today. So that, if much of community 
advantage has been passed by, much more 
has been overtaken, and the town has 
essentially bettered with the process of 
these years. 


But with the seasons this is not bo. 


'Winter and spring and summer are not 
as 
they 
were 
in the 
past. 
No 


longer does the vernal heat burst like a 
flood into our valleys, and unlock in a day 
the imprisonment oi winter. The willows 
still pttt out their cottony buds, and the 
brooks break out into trickling mnsic, and 
the snow of the uplands melts downward 
to the streams, but the old outbursting 
joyouinegs of transformation m not here 
as it formerly was, because its process is 
languid and dilatory now in comparison 
•with its former rush and vigor. 


And*hisis because our modern winter 


has, for most years, fallen from its former 
high estate of severe and continued cold. 
fy'begin$ late and leaves the fields bare 
ana brown into February, and the mighty 
lills 
uncovered 
to 
reveal 
their 


rough 
and 
rugged 
flanks. 
Not 


often 
now 
in 
the 
still 
rigor 
of 


the night does the sharp crackle of the 
frost-bit snow come clear and bracing 
from the upland stretches. Our heaviest 
snow falls of late in March and does not 
dry and harden under the months of cold 
our elder winters knew, and yields more 
gradual tribute to the April winds and 
rains. Even the sky of wintc r has lost its 
ebon blue for lack of the old dry cold, and 
through it the crystalline stars look down 
with a lessened diamond clea vne&s. 


And the summer also fails of late of its 


remembered fervor. Untimt ly rains wash 
from the apple blossom and the syringa 
the full richness of their pervasive breath, 
and from the marshes the full-throated 
song of the whip-poor-will sends its liquid 
notes muffled and restrained through the 
moistened 'air. Into fitful groups of ex- 
hausting days the forceful beats of July 
and August now compress and exhaust 
their generative warmth, leaving listless 
and humid the weeks of summer. 


Bu« Autumn is still true to her old-tims 


promise. Still her early mornings, crisp 
and stimulant, send the squirrels racing in 
mere gladness of motion over the fallen 
leaves. Still she paints in gorgeous colors 
the slopes of the giant hills, and the copses 
by the rivers and the clumps that dot the 
clinging pastures, and the scattered trees 
that crown the meadows. Btill she brings 
ft velvet softness to the sward upon the 
uplands. Still she bathes in purple the 
tops of distant mountains. Still, with 
golden and palpitating warmth, she fills 
the: quiet valleys. Still, with glittering 
gleam and gladness, she gilds the ripple 
of the streams. Unchanged by the pass- 
ing years, the magic oi nor transforming 
touch still glorifies these taithly scenes 
amid which youth and manhood and, to 
many, approaching age has passed, arid 
the vision of her present loveliness is the 
equal of her earliest cUaiui. Of all the 
changing year autumn alone defies the 
glamour that attends the memory of the 
past. Not less gladsome and bounteous 
than when regarded by the eye of youth, 
and the- responsive freshness of feeling to 
which all nature then appealed with 
moving power, is she now to slower 
pulses and to eyes sobered by the disci- 
pline and, disenchantment of heavy-laden 
tirrie.

DEPARTURE 
OF THE BIRDS. 


A Berkshire Naturalist Tells of Our De- 


parting Feathered Friends.' 


There-are few country people so insensi- 


ble to :the changes of the natural life 
about them that they fail to notice the 
coming of the birds; the long monotony 
of the winter landscape and the dearth of 
life'Which is its accompaniment is sud- 
denly broken by the advent in early 
spring of flock after flock of active and 
noisy birds. If we are abroad some March 
morning when the sun is shining warm 
on the roofs, a flash of blue in the apple 
orchard, a ripple of song, or the strag- 
gling mass of blackbirds rising and falling 
till 'it clusters on some small tree, are 
signs that we cannot help seeing and 
welcoming. Everyone knows when spring 
and the birds are 'here. 


Not so when summer wanes into early 


fall. Gradually and insensibly one bird 
after the other leaves the barn or thicket 
where its home has been, and after a few 
days wandering in the neighborhood dis- 
appears. We notice some afternoon that 
the swallows are no longer singing on the 
ridge pole of the barn, or playing about 
its eaves, that the familiar twittering of 
the chimney-sweeps no longer falls from 
the sky.' If we reflect we become sud- 
denly aware that no thrush has sung 
from the woodland for evenings past, and 
it hardly needs the unfolding of asters in- 
numerable to tell us that another summer 
is over. 


Not all the birds however, leave us. in 


this silent and mysterious faahion. Walk 
for a mile through the thickets on the 
river border; before long the familiar 
tee, dee, dee, ot thejehicka-dee comes to 


you, 
and in a 
moment 
you 
catch 


sight of a black cap here and another 
there'm the shrubbery. But with them 
comes a troop of little birds in many col- 
ors, silent or noisy, grey vireos, bright- 
colored warblers, nut-hatches and creep- 
ers, and oocaBionallya thrush or a catbird. 
The company surveys you and passes on 
along a route familiar doubtless to them, 
though through what to us would be a 
trackless tangle. Or pass to tne neighbor- 
ing cornfield, where the weeds have at 
last won in the summer struggle, and 
bend with their loads of seeds. As you 
draw near brown forms fly to the fence 
rails, or flit before you—field sparrows, 
chippies or a bay wing with white feath- 
ers la his tail, and in more auspicious 
years than this, blue birds,

These roving bands are bound together 


apparently by similar tastes in food, 
but I always like to think by a little affec- 
tion also,.or friendly concern. They 
wan- 


der through field and woodland, till some 
night more favorable than the rest for 
travel, or some wind whose suggestion of 
coming winter is stronger starts them on 
their wonderful series of journeys which 
we term migration. The next morning 
finds theni in Connecticut or New Jersey, 
( 


and a fortnight later they are in Virginia. 
Life is to them now as careless as a school 
boy's vacation. Only the dark shadow of 
a hawk now and then interrupts their 
round of feasting and twittering. 
Spring 


comes with a rush, the barrenness and 
bleakness of winter is driven from the 
the earth as quickly as snow is driven 
from the hillsides by warm rains. The 
fall creeps on us as quietly as a tree 
changes its colors. We are unaware of 
the change till we look up some morning 
and say, it is autumn;

Officers Know the Man In the Case and Are 


on His Track. 


Quixcv, Mass., Sept, 11.—The develop- 


ments of yesterday's investigation into the 
mystery of Mabel Doyle's death were not 
of a particularly startling niituro, and Vfut 
little additional light was thrown upon 
the case. 


Story after story has reached tho ears ol 


the police from numerous sources, regard- 
ing people who claim lo have seen vhe girl 
on the evening she met her death, but 
after a thorough investigation of each o£ 
these the authorities arc still undecided as 
to the exact cau=e of Mabel's death. 


The girl's movements on Friday night 


have been traced posithely up to 9 30 
o'clock. After that time three or more 
parties have been found who claim to have 
coon her. but they are not at all positive 
on the point of identification. 


There are, however, two people whom 


the police have reason to belujvo could, if 
they felt so disposed, relate much more of 
Mabel's movements on that evening than 
they have yet disclosed. These are Auuio 
Kelly, with vrhom she vras in company 
until !):30 o'clock, and Belle Bailey, an- 
other girl of her own age, who was espe- 
cially mtmiato with !HT and whom, it 
has bora stated, wus also with her on that 
eventful night. 


Acting Captain Hunt and Officer Foster 


have careful!., questioned both these girls 
several times, but although some informa- 
tion has bei-ii gained from them tho offi- 
cers feel couiideut they have not told all 
they know ubout tho c;tio.

Just what she said Captain Hunt would 


not deflnately state yesterday afternoon, 
but it was intimated that she had made 
an admission which had not been made 
by her in any former statement 
This 


was to the effect that on Friday night 
Mabel had an appointment to meet a 
young fello\7 somewhere in the vicinity 
of the bridge between the hours of 10 and 
11 o'clock. She told the young man's 
name, and yesterday afternoon Lieutenant 
Hunt sec out to find him. He was in 
town, however, and could not be reached 
at that time. 


Officer Foster also busied himself yester- 


day afternoon in looking up several clews 
which it was thought might have an im- 
portant bearing on the case. 
His investi- 


gation availed but little, however. 


No progress has yet been made on the 


discovery of the identity of the two men 
who were seen running away from the 
bridge by Miss Mahoney at 2 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. Where they went to after 
she lost sight of them is a» much a mys- 
tery as the cause ol the girl's death itself. 


It must be admitted that the Qumcy po- 


lice have baeu somewhat lax in their in- 
vestigations since the beginning of the 
oase. for although the duty tails largely 
on their side of the line, the developments 
which have so far come to light have, for 
the most part, been the outcome of the per- 
sistent and energetic work displayed by 
Acting Captain Hunt and Officer Foster.

land, dean of the Yale law school, said 
festerday that he had been incorrectly re- 
ported i i the matter of the now famous 
statement before the American Social 
Science association at Saratoga.

The 
mlsstatement has caused much unpleasant 
editorial comment on Professor 'Wayland 
throughout the country. 


Boiler Was Worn Out

Wade yesterday gave out the report of 
Boiler Inspector Ferguson on the explo- 
sion at the New Bedford machine shop 
Aug. 2 last, which caused the death of 
Peter Healy, fireman. After describing 
the boiler in detail, the inspector adds that 
the boiler did not explode from lack ol 
water, but that the prime cause of the ac- 
cident was the general 
deterioration 


caused by neglect, age and wear, with an 
over pressure of steam. 


Busiel Anxious For Senatorship. 


LACOSIA, N. H., Sept. 11. —Governor 


Busiel has announced his candidacy for 
the United States semitorship, vice Gal- 
linger, whose term expires next year. 
Senator Gallinger counts upon being his 
own successor, and as he has the support 
of every member of the New Hampshire 
congressional delegation, save Mr. Sullo- 
way, whose attitude, is unknown, a hard 
flght, which will probably decide who will 
be the next governor of the state, is looked 
for.

South Carolina's Constitutional 
Convention 


Meets Despite God's Decision. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Sept. 11.—The consti- 


tutional convention was called to order 
yesterday by the secretary of state. There 
were no contests, and the enrollment of 
delegates was quickly, completed. Per- 
manent organization was effected by the 
elections of Governor Evans as president, 
Congressman Talbot as speaker of the 
house, Jones as vice president and S. \V. 
Vance as clerk. 
Governor Evans de- 


livered an address outlining his ideas of 
what the work of the convention should 
ba. 


Judge Goff of the United States circuit 


jourt Issued May 9 an injunction to pre- 
vent the state authorities from holding a 
proposed election for delegates, on the 
ground thot there was fraud at the elec- 
tion at which the calling of the convention 
was voted on ; that it was held under an 
unconstitutional registration law, which 
was intended to deprive the negroes of 
their votes, und that there was a fraudu- 
lent conspiracy for that purpose. 


On June 1 his order was modified by 


him so as to permit registration under 
the law which he held was unconstitu- 
tional. On Juno 11 the Goff injunction 
was dissolved in the United States court 
of appeals at Richmond, W. Va. Still 
later, when the motion to dismiss the 
original bill was presented before Judge 
Goff. he withdrew from his position and 
ordered the bill dismissed. 


It is a very open secret in South Carolina 


that the proposed constitutional, conven- 
tion has been called for the purpose of de- 
vising some constitutional means of dis- 
trauchUiDg the negroes, and also that 
nearly all the colored population is prac- 
tically disfranchised under tho registra- 
tion law now in force. It was for these 
reasons that federal intervention was 
deemed necessary. 


Some of the states-rights newspapers 


maintained that the order of the court 
was voted on the technical ground that an 
executive officer cannot be restrained by 
injunction from executing the laws of the 
state. This case is a matter of much Im- 
portance, involving the right of the negro 
to vote
